tions as pompe,glozp,auarice,ambicion, a tyzanny, coueringe a ſhadow- 
ing the ame, wyth his humaine and politike deuiſeg, traditions, and inuẽ⸗

And it is allo enacted by thauctoꝛity afozeſayde,that all a euery Archbi- 
ſhops, biſhops and archedeacons, within this realme , theyꝛ commiſſaryes, 
vicars general, q other they: miniſters, in euery they? vilitacions a ſeanes 
ſhall make diligent inſearche, enquiry, a examination of all and euery eccle. 
ſiaſtical and religious perſon within any of theyꝛ iuriſdiction, which ſhal- 
be ſuſpected accuſed oz deemed to bee a tranſgreſſour oz offendour of this 
act. And if vppon ſuch ſerche enquiry and examination any eccleſtaſticall 
02 religious perſons ſhalbe pꝛeſented ſuſpected accuſed,'o2 founde culpable 
by witnes oꝛ confeſſion, of any offence contrary to this act, and be pꝛeſent 
at the time of ſuch pzeſentmente examination oz accuſation: that then es 
uerye the archbiſhoppes , biſhoppes a archdeacons they: commiſſaryes, 
vicars generall and other theyz miniſters,afoze oꝛ to whom any ſuch per: 
ſon ſhalbe pꝛeſented ſuſpected, accuſed oz founde culpable, as is afozeſayde, 
ſhall committe euery ſuch perſon ſo pzeſented ſuſpected, accuſed oz founde 
culpable,ifhe be pꝛeſente, as is afozeſayde,tothe nexte common iaple of the 
(bye where ſuchenquiry, examination, oꝛ accuſation ſhalbe had oz made, 
oz els by good and ſufficiente ſureties to be bounden by obligation to the 
kinges vſe,(hal let euery ſuch perſonne to bayle by theyꝛ diſcretions, to ap⸗ 
pere befoze the king and his counſayle in the ſtarre Chamber at Meſtmin⸗ 
ſter, wythin rv dayes nert after ſuche enquiry pꝛelentmente o2 accuſation 
if the terme be then open and kept, oz els in the firſt day of the terme nert 
folowyng after the ſame enquiry, pꝛeſentment oꝛ accuſation. Ind at the 
ſame daye limitted foꝛ ſuche apparaunce, they ſhall certifye into the ſayde 
ſtarre chamber by wꝛyting vnderthey? ſeales, as well the ſayd bonde and 
obligation taken foꝛ ſuch apparance,as the pzeſentment,cramination,ac- 
cuſation 02 conuiction ofeuery ſuch perſon,and al depoſitions and circum- 
ſtances therof,and the name of the iaple,whereunto they haue committed 
the ſayd perſon. And if any ſuche eccleftaſticall,o2 religious perſon, beynge 
pꝛeſented ſuſpected oꝛ accuſedin any ſeane oꝛ viſitation , be not pzeſente at 
the timeof the ſayde ſeane oz viſitation as is afozeſayde, that then neuer⸗ 
theleſſe euery the ſapd archbiſhops, biſhops and archdeacons, theyꝛ com- 
miſſaryes, vicars generall,z all other they: miniſters,afoze oz to whom az 
ny ſuch pzeſentment ſuſpection and accuſatio ſhalbe had oz made, ſhal cer⸗ 
tifye euery ſuch pzelentment.ſuſpection a accuſatio,# al cycũſtance therof 
(as is afozeſayd into the ſtarre chamber at udeſtm, within rv.dayes nert 
after ſuch pzeſentment, ſuſpection a accuſation, had oz made oꝛ in the firſt 
day of the terme nert folowinge after ſuch pꝛeſent mente, ſuſpection, oz ac⸗ 
tulation, in ſuch maner and fourme as is afoze tehearſed. And in caſe any 
eccleſtaſticall oz religious perſon, being pzeſented ſuſpected 02 accuſed of a⸗ 
ny offence don oz attẽpted contrary to this eſtatute,be therof cõuicted by 
con- 
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confeſſion 02 witnes befoze anyarchbiſhoppe, biſhop, oꝛ archdeacon, o2 be- 
foze any p commilſaryes, vicars gencrail, oꝛ other their minifiers in their 
ſeanes oꝛ viſitations.o2 befoꝛe the kinges counſaple in the ſtarre chamber 
at we ſtminſter: that then cucry ſuth ſpiritual and religious perſon, ſo be⸗ 
ingeconuicte, (al ſuffer ſuch peynes penaltics and foꝛfaytures as be ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed in the ſayd ſtature made in the layd vj. pere of kyng Bycharde the 
ſeconde. | a 

It is alſo enacted by thauctoꝛity afozeſayde , that if any eccleſiaſticall 
iudge oꝛ vilttatour do bolfitariy cocelecloake hide oꝛ colour any pꝛeſent⸗ 
ment accuſation oꝛ confeſſion, that ſhalbe made to him cocerning this ſta⸗ 
tute, and do not tert ifye cuery ſuch accuſation pꝛeſentment o2 confeſſis be⸗ 
koꝛe the kinge and his counſayle in the ſtarre Chamber at Weſtminſter in 
ſuch maner and fourme as is aboue ſpecityed in mis eſtatute:that than e⸗ 
uoeye ſuche eccleſiaſtical iudge and vilitatdur, ſo wilfully offendynge foꝛ e- 
uery ſuch defaultt ſhal forfatt xl.li the one halfe thereof to the kinges high- 
nes, the other halle to ſuch poͤrſon as wylſue fo2 the ſame by oꝛiginal wut, 
bill plainte oz infozmation in any of the kinges courtes: in which ſuite no 
eſſopne pꝛotection oꝛ wager of law ſhalbe admitted noꝛ allowed. 

And fo2 ſtronger defence and mayntenaunce ok this acte, it is oꝛdeyned 
and enacted by auctoꝛity afozeſayd, that all and euery eccleſtaſticall tudge, 
o2dinary,chauncellour, commiſſarye, offic:all, vicar generall,and other ec- 
cleſiaſticall officer oz myniſter, of what dignitye,pzeeminence oz degree lo 
euer they ſhal be: Ind all and euery temporal iudge, iuſticyar, maper, bap⸗ 
Iyife, ſhyꝛefte, vnderſhpꝛylfe, eſchctour, alderman, iurat. conſtable, hedbo⸗ 
ro we, thyꝛoboꝛoughe, boꝛſoldet, and euery other lap offycer and myniſter. 
to be made, created, elected. oꝛ admit ted wythin this realme oꝛ anye other 
the kinges dominions, of what e ſtate, oꝛder degree, oꝛ cõdicion ſo euer he 
ſhalbe from and aftcr the ſayd laſte day of July, ſhal befoze he take vppon 
him the execution of ſuch office, make fake and reteyue a coꝛpoꝛal othe vp- 
pon the Euangeliſtes, betoꝛe ſuch perſon oz perſons as haue o2 ſhall haue 
auctozity to admit hym, that he from hencekoꝛth ſhall vtterly renounce, re⸗ 
fuſe, relinquiſhe oz foꝛſake the byſhop of Home and hys auctozitye, power, 
and iuriſdiction:And that he ſhall neuer conſent no2 agree, that the biſhop 
of Rome ſhal practyſe,crercyſe oꝛ haue any maner of auctoꝛity, iutiſdictiõ 
02 power wythin thys realme, 02 any other the kinges dominions, but y 
he ſhal reſiſt the lame at al tymes to the bttermoſt of his power. And that 
from henſefoꝛth hee ſhal accepte , repute and take the kinges maieſty to 
be the onely ſupꝛeme heade in carth ofthe Church of Englande. And that 
to hys cunning, witte, and vttermoſt of his power, wythout gyle fraude 
o2 other vndue meane, he (hal obſerue keepe, mayntapne and defende the 
whole effectes and contentes of al andſinguler actes and ſtatutes made x 
to bee made wythin this realme, in derogation, ertirpation a extinguiſh⸗ 
ment of the biſhop of Rome and hys auctozity. And all other actes and 


ſtatutes made and to be made in rekoꝛmation and coꝛroboꝛatiõ of the kin⸗ 
geg 
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es power of ſupꝛeme head in earth of the Church of England:and this he 

all do againſt al maner of perſons,of what eſtate dignity degree oz con- 
dition they bee, and in no wyſe do no2 attempte,no to his power ſuffer to 
be done oz attempted directlye oz indirect lye any thinge oz thinges pꝛiuely 
02 apertly,to the let hinderaunce damage oz derogation thereot, oʒ ot᷑ anye 
part therof,by any maner of meanes, oꝛ foʒ any manerx ofpzetence. And in 
caſc any othe be made oz hath been made by him to any perſon oz perſons 
in maintenaunce,defence oꝛ fauour of the biſhop of Rome oꝛhis auctoꝛity 
iuriſdiction oꝛ power, he repute the ſame as vapne and adnichilate, ſo help 
him God all ſaynts and the holy E uangeliſt. wh er. 
And it is allo enacted by the auctozity afozeſayd,that all and enery per⸗ 


. fon andperſos ſpitituall and tempoʒal. ſuyng liuerie reſtitutions oz ouſtte 


le mayne out of the kyng his heyꝛes oz ſucceſſours handes, oꝛ doyng anye 
fealtie to his highneſſe his heyꝛes oꝛ ſucceſfours, oz which ſhalbe ſwozne to 
the king his hey2es 02 ſucceſſours, 02 that ſhal haue any office fee oʒ roume 
of the moſt gracious gift of the kinges maieſty, his heyꝛes o2 ſucceſſours, 
02 ſhall bereteyned in ſeruice wyth his grace his heyꝛes oz ſuccefſours.ſhal 
make, take, and recepue the ſayd othe. And that alſo all and euery religi⸗ 
ous perſonne, at the time of his 02 thepꝛ profeſſion ot entree into religion, 
and euerp other eccleſiaſticall perſonne at the time of his taking ol oꝛders, 
and all and euery other perſon , which ſhalbe pꝛomoted oꝛ preferred to any 
degree of learning in any Uniucrſity within this realme oz other the kin- 
ges dominions at the time of his pzomotion oz pzeferment,s eucry of the 
{hall make, take, and recepue the ſayde othe befote his oz they? ſouereigne, 
o:dinary,o2 thecommiſſary of ſuch Uniucrſity, 

And it is alſo enacted by the auct oꝛity afozeſapde , that if any perſon oz 
perſonnes, limitted 02 commaunded by auctozity of this acte to make the 
ſayde othe, oꝛ commaunded by anye other perſon oz perſons auctoꝛiſed by 
the kinges highnes commiſſion, vnder his greate ſeale, oz his ſeale 02- 
deyned foz cauſes eccleſiaſticall,to make the ſayde othe, obſtinately refuſe 
that to do: that then euery ſuch offence a contempt ſhall be highe treaſon, 
and the offendours therof being lawfully conuicted, ſhall ſuffer peynes of 
death a other fozfaitures penaltyes and loſſes,as is limitted and accuſtos 
med in caſes of high treaſon by any lawes oz ſtatutes of this realme heres 
tofoꝛe made, 

Pꝛouided alwayes and be it enacted, that this acte noꝛ anye thinge oz 
thinges in the ſame rehearſed mencioned o2compuiſed,be in any wyſe pꝛe⸗ 
iudiciall hurtful oz derogatoꝛie to the ceremonies, vſes, and other laudable 
and politike ozdinaunces, foꝛ a tranquillity, diſcipline, concoꝛde, deuocion, 
vnity, and decent oꝛder heretofoze in the church of Englande vſed inſtitu⸗ 
ted taken and accepted noꝛ to any perſon oz perſons accoꝛdingly vſing the 
ſame 02 any of them, | 

Pꝛouided alwayand be it enacted-by aucfozity of this pꝛeſente parlia⸗ 
mente, that this acte, concerninge the biſh oppe of Rome oz anye 4

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to be done by his blurped auctouttye, ſhall no further bynde no2 erfende to 
and vpon the kynges ſubiectes ot his ple of Jerſey, Gerneſey, and Alder⸗ 
ney, in any other maner loꝛme 02 condicion, than it ſhall pleaſe the kynges 
bighnes, with the aduile of his moſte honozable counſaple, vppon conſide- 
ration and examination of the eſtate and diſpoſition of his ſayde ples, and

Oꝛ as much as in the ſtatute of the payment vnto the kyn⸗ 
ges maieſty, bis hepꝛes and ſucceſſours, of the fpꝛſt fruictes 
78 of ſpirituall pzomotions, offices, benefices, and dygnityes 
| within this realme, a other the kynges dominions erpꝛeſſe 
mencion and declaratio is not had ne made from what time 
the pere ſhall be accompted, in whiche the kyꝛſt fruictes ſhall 
be due and payable to his highnes that is to witte, whether immediately 
fromthe death relignation oꝛ depꝛiuation of euery incumbent, oꝛ from the 
time of admiſſion oz new takyng of poſſeſſion in euery ſuche promotion. 
And alſo by reaſon that in yſame ſtatute it is not declared, who ſhall haue 
the fruites,tithes and other pꝛolites of the ſayde benefices,offices,promo- 
tions and dignities ſpirituall, durynge the tyme of vacation thereof, dy- 
uers of tharchebiſſhoppes and biſhoppes of this realme , haue not onelye 
when the time of percetuynge and takinge of tythes (that is fo ſap, woll, 
lambe, coꝛne, and haye, and tithes vſually payed at the holy tyme of Ea- 
ſter)hath appꝛoched, diſterred the collation of ſuch benefices , as haue bene 
of their owne patronage but alſo haue vpon pꝛeſentaciõs of clerkes made 
vnto them by the iuſte patrones, pꝛotracted, and deferred to inſtitute, in⸗ 
ducte, and admitte the ſame clerkes, to the entente that they mighte haue 
And perteyue to theyꝛ owne vſe, the ſame tithes growynge durynge the 
vacation: So that thzoughe ſuche delayes ( ouer and aboue the fyꝛſte fruic⸗ 
tes, whiche be iuſtly dewe tothe kinges highnes ) they haue bene conſtrai⸗ 
ned alſo to loſe all oz the moſt parte ot one yeres p2ofites of their benefices 
and pꝛomotions, and to ſcrue the cure at theyz and they? fricndes pꝛopꝛe 
coſtes and charges, oꝛ vtterlye to forſake 4 giue oucr their benefices a pꝛo⸗ 
motions, to their great loſſe and hinderaunce. Fozrefozmation whercof, 
it is oꝛdeyned and enacted by the kynge our ſoucraygne loꝛde, with the al⸗ 
ſente of the loꝛdes ſpirituall and tempoꝛall, and the commons in this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent parliament aſſembled, and by the auctozitie of the lame, that the layde 
yeare 
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pere, in whiche the firſte fruites ſhall be payed to the kynges grace, (hall 
beginne and be accompted immediately after the auoydaunce 02 vacation 
of any ſuche benefice 02 pꝛomocion ſpirituall afoze teherſled. And that 
the tithes, fruites, oblacions, obuentions, emolumentes,commoditpes ad⸗ 
uauntages, rentes, and all other what ſo euer reuenues, calſualties, oz pꝛo⸗ 
fites certayne and vncertayne, afferyng oz belonging to any archedeacon⸗ 
ty, deanry, pꝛebende, perlonage, vicarage, hoſpitall, wardeynſhyppe, 
pꝛouoſteſhyppe. oz other ſpirituall pzomotion, benefice, dignitye, oꝛ offyce, 
chauntries onely ercept)withtn this realme, o2 other the kinges domini⸗ 
ons, growinge, ryſinge, oꝛ commynge, durynge the tyme of vacation 
of the lame pꝛomocion fpirituall, ſhall belonge and affereto ſuche perſon, 
as ſhall be therunto next preſented, promoted, inſtituted , inducted oꝛ ad⸗ 
mitted, and to his executours, toward the paymente of the fyꝛſt fruites, to 
the kinges highnes,his heyzes and ſucceſſours: Iny vſage,cuſtome, liber- 
ty, pꝛiuuledge oꝛ preſcription to the contrary had vſed oz beinge in any wyſe

lumentes, commodites, reuenues,rentes, aduauntages, pꝛofites, oz caſu- 
alties, commpnge, growinge, oz belongynge, oz whiche hereafter ſhall 
come, growe, aſtere, oꝛ belonge to any Archdeaconry, deanrye, pzebende, 
perſonage , vicarage , hoſpitall, wardenſhyppe , pzouoſtſhippe; oz other 
ſplrituall pꝛomocion, benekice, dignitye, oꝛ office ( chauntries oneiye excep⸗ 
ted) within this realme oꝛ other the kynges dominions, duringe the vaca- 
tion of ſuch Atchdeaconry, Deanty, Pꝛebend, Perſonage, Uycarage,Yoſ- 
pitall, mardenſhyp , Pzouoſtſhype, oz other Spyꝛituall pꝛomotion, bene⸗ 
fice, Dignity,oz office, chauntries onely excepted.

oz kepe the cure of ſuch archedeaconry,deanry, pzebende, petſonage, oꝛ vi⸗ 
tarage, oꝛ other ſpirituall pꝛomocion, during the vacatio, his oz they: rea- 
ſonable ſtipend, oꝛ ſalary.

And where alſo befoze this tyme diuers and many nes, vicars, 
and other ſpirituall perſons, being ſeaſed, foz terme of thipʒ liues, of and 
in the layde ſpirituall pꝛomocions afoze named, as well foz great ſummes 
ol money to them befoze hand paid, as foz other cauſes and conſideratiõs, 
haue let in ferme foꝛ terme of peres, by ſufficient wzytings, theyʒ ſayd per⸗ 
ſonages,vicarages, and other ſpirituall pzomocions,0 parte thereof, vnto 
diuers and manye of the kinges ſubiectes, and after ſuch leaſes by theym 
ſo made, the leaſſours therofhaue oftftimes vſedto reſigne they; ſayd be- 
nefices oz ſpirituall pꝛo mocions.ſo demiſed and letten in ferme, by reaſon 
of which reſignacion and other the actes of the laid leaſſours, the ſayde be⸗ 
nefices and other ſpirituall pꝛomocions haue ben voyde, and the title and 
intereſtes of the ſaide leaſſeg, hath ben thereby adnichilate, and of none ef- 
fect in the law, contrary to right and good tonſtience. Foz acion 
whereof, a foz a quietnes the better hereaftcr to be had aud continued be⸗

Englande and of Fraunce , defendour of the Faythe, lozde of Jrelande, 
and Supzeme head in earth of the Church of England, hath lately obtei⸗ 
ned and p urchaſcd one great manſyon place and houſe,ſometyme parcell 
of the poſſeſſions and inherytaunce ofthe Irchebyſſhopzyche of Pozke, ſp

the great coſtes and charges, as well of the kynges hyghnes as ſuche as 
woulde purſue ſuche offendours. Foꝛ re foꝛmation wherof,be it enacted by 
the auctoꝛitie ot this pꝛeſent parliamente, that all treaſons, felonies, rob⸗ 
beties, murders, and confederacies hereafter to be committed in oz vppon 
the ſea, oʒ in any other hauen riuer creke oꝛ place, where the admirall oꝛ ad- 
miralles haue oz pꝛetende to haue power auctoꝛity oz iuriſdiction, ſhall be 
inquired tried, harde, determined and iudged in ſuche ſhyꝛes and places in 
the tealme as ſhalbe limit ted by the kinges commiſſion oz commiſſtons to 
be dircct:df 02 the ſame, in like foutme and condicion as if any ſuch offence 
02 offences had bene committed oz done in oꝛ vpon the lande, and luch com 
miſſious (hall be had vnder the konges great ſeale directed to the admirall 
02 admiralles.oꝛ to his oʒ heir liuetenaunt, deputy and deputies, and to 
ui oꝛ.iiu . ſuch other ſubſtantiall perſons, as ſhall be named oꝛ appointed by 
the [02d Chauncellour of England foꝛ the tyme beyng.from time to time

And ifany perſon oz perſons happen to be indited foꝛ any ſuch offence done 
oz hereafter to be done vpon the ſeas, oz in any other place aboue limit ted: 
that the ſuch oꝛder pꝛoceſſe, tudgemet and erecution ſhalbe vſed had done 
and made to and againſt euery ſuch perſon and perſons, ſo be inge ind icted 
as againſt traptours, felons, and murderers foꝛ treaſon, felony, robberye, 
murder, 02 other ſuche offences done vpon the lande, as by the lawes of 
this realme is accuſtomed . Ind that the triall of ſuch offence oꝛ offences, 
if it be denied by the offedour oꝛ oſtendours, ſhall be had by twelue law full 
men, inhabited in the ſhyꝛe limitted within ſuch commyſſion , which ſhall 
be directed as is afozeſayd, and no chalenge oz chalenges to be had fo2 the 
hundꝛed. And ſuch as ſhall be conuict of any ſuch offence oz offences, by 
- verdict confeſſion oꝛ pzoceſſe, by aucthoꝛitie of any ſuche commiſſion, ſhall 

haue andſuffre luch peynes of death loſſes of landes, goods, and cattalles, 
as if they had ben attainted and cõuicted of any treaſons, felonies, xobbe⸗ 
rics,02 other the layd offences done vpon the lande. 
¶ And be it enacted by auctoutie atoꝛeſapde, that foꝛ treaſons,robbcries. 
folomes, murders, a confederacies. done vpon the ſea oꝛ ſeas oꝛ any place 
aboue reherſed, the offendours ſhall not be admitted to haue the benefit of 
his 02 their clergie, but be vtterly eccluded therof and from the ſame, and 
alſo of the pꝛiuilege of any ſainctuarie.

And if it 
be beyond the ſayde ſtraites of Marroke, than to be payed within rit.mo- 
nethes next enſuyng the makynge of ſuch billes. And that the makers of 
ſuche billes well and trewely pape the ſame debte at the day to be limitted 
within the ſayde billes. 
¶ Pꝛouided al wap, that whan ſoeuer any ſuche cõmiſſion foꝛ the puniſh- 
ment of the offences afozeſayde,o2 of any of them, ſhall be directed oꝛ ſente 
to any place within the turildiction of the fiue poꝛtes that then euery ſuch 
commiſſion ſhall be directed vnto the loꝛde wardeyn of the ſaide poꝛtes ſoꝛ 
the time beyng, oꝛ to his deputy, and vnto thꝛee 02 foure ſuche other perſon 
o2 perlons, as the loꝛde Chauncellour foz the tyme beynge ſhall name and 
appopnct: Anp thynge in this pꝛeſente acte to the contrarye not with- 
ſtandynge. |
